KRUGER WILLING TO ARBITRATE 


Through the Post-Dispatch Dr. Leyds, 
at Brussels, Explains That the 
Boers Will Fight On, Unless 
England Listens to 
Reason. 


LONDON, March 3.—The next step in the 
British campaign against the Boers is ex- 
pected to be made on three lines—Gen. Bul- 
ler moving against the passes of the Drak- 


ensherg Mountains from Ladysmith; Gen. 


Kitchener at the head of three divisions | 


along the line of the railway from Bloem- 
fontein to Pretoria against Winburg; 
third column on a flank movement from 
Mafeking. Buller will have 40,000 men in 
his command, Kitchener 40,000, while the 
turning column will be composed largely of 
cavalry and mounted infantry, under Gen. 
French, and will probably number 20,000 
sabers, fully equipped with flying artillery 
and machine guns. It is regarded as cer- 
tain that a column for the relief of Mafe- 
king is now on the way there, sent by 
Lord Roberts from Kimberley. 

A force of Boers, estimated at from 500 
to 8000, is hovering in Roberts’ front about 
Osfontein, but it is not thought probable 
that an important battle will be fought 
there, 

The Boers at Colesberg have already 
crossed the Orange River and are now 
moving north to assist in the effort to op- 
pose Lord Roberts. There is considerable 
uncertainty, even among the best-informed 
men in London, touching the future e>ove- 
ments In the western theater of war. Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts has shown himself a 
general in absolute secrecy as regards his 
own intentions. It is not expected that he 
will now depart in this insiance from his 
usual custom. 

It is certain that there will be more fight- 
ing in the Orange ree State in th® near 
future. If the enemy has aiready evacuated 
Bloenfontein a stand wi'l probably be made 
in the neighborhood >f Winbiurg. !Lord 
Roberts probably will attempt to outflank 
the Boers from the west, as the mountain- 
ous country east of his pres2nt position ts 
unfavorable to cavalry movements, upon 
which much depends. It is predicted that 
the whole line of country along the Orange 
River will pass into the possession of the 
British within a few days. 

totha, Delavry and De Wet are the 
Boer leaders now in Roberts’ front, but it is 
supposed that Gen. Shalkburgher will be 
in chief command of the concentrated Boer 
army at Winberg, as Gen. Joubert is still 
reported too ill for active command. ‘Shalk- 
burger was in command at the battle of 
Colenso when Buller was repulsed, losing 
ten guns. 


With the triumph of the British arms 
the fear of oontinental interference has 
passed and now a new, and to Americans, 
more interesting phase comes over the 
fascinating web of international relations 
as portrayed through the press. This con- 
sists of suppositions regardiag the attitude 
of the American Congress toward Great 
Britain, the possibility of its recommending 
intervention, voting sympathy with the 
Boers, refusing to ratify the Nicaragua 
treaty, and lastly, but chiefly, refusing to 
consider the Canadian contentions in a 
spirit of friendliness. 
terest in all this is mainly the resu!t of 
many special dispatches from English cor- 
respondents, stating that the Administra- 
tion, being severely attacked for alleged 
friendliness toward Great Britain and in 
view of the coming election, mignt be forced 
to take some sort of an anti-British demon- 
stration in order to offset such accusations 
as that of forming an alliance.

BRUSSELS, March 3.—Dr. Leyds, European agent ifor the Transvaal Gove 
ernment, gave to-day the following signed statement to the Post-Dispatch on 
the present situation and outlook of the Transvaal war: 

I never had any doubt as to President Kruger’s desire to settle all matters 
at difffference in an amicable manner. His fervent wish for arbitration, often 
expressed, shows clearly he was ready to accept an honorable, impartial solation 
of all difficulties. 

I am perfectly sure a proposal of intervention would stop the war. Such a 
reconciliatory proposition would, notwithstanding the advantages gained by the 
Republics,, find him ready. He never wanted war, and does not want war. He 
wants peace, but would not and never will sacrifice the independence of the Re- 
public. That much has been made certain. 

Gen. Cronje was one of our finest Generals, and his loss will certainly be 
felt, but there are others. Experience has shown what Generals like Joubert, 
Meyer, De Wet, Delarey and Botha can do. Most of them are.men who only, 
during this war, have taken command of our forces. They came forward at the 
spur of the moment. 

Botha was formerly a field cornet. He is a member of the Volksraad, as 
are most of our commanders. If they were lost to us their places could be 
filled wp without experiencing any great difficulty. 

The moral effect of Cronje’s capitulation cannot be Very great if it is borne 
in mind that our people are fighting with undaunted determination for their 
rights and liberty. The more they are pressed the more unanimous a front 
they make. I have read what has been said of Free State troops. I cannot 
believe they will take a different view of the situation. They feel as they did be- 
fore the war, that their existence, as a free people, will be ended if the South 
African Republic should succumb. Obstacles on the way to Pretoria are gradu- 
ally more and more numerous, more and more serious. If the Vaal River be 
ever crossed our people have a formation of country entirely in their favor. 

As I said before, arbitration has always been our motto. I think the Repub- 

‘lics would not be averse to that principle. Still, should England show herself 
intransigeant, the effect on the two Republics would be an increasing determi!.a- 
tion to strain every nerve in defending their independence. The sympathies of “te 
Dutch population in South Africa would be gradually more and more aroused 
in our favor. As to European opinion, I think I need not express my viers on 
that. To my mind, it is sufficiently clear where the sympathy of the * sor

DIRECTORS IN SECRET SESSION 


AFTER FOUR HOURS’ DELIBERA- 
TION THE VERDICT WAS 
RENDERED. 


Fresident Hawes Announced the Ver- 
dict and All Others Who Were in 
the Conference Refused 

to Talk. 


William A. Brandenberger was expelled 
from the Jefferson Club last Saturday night 
by the Board of Directors. Mr. Branden- 
berger was the treasurer and a director in 
the club, and of course his expuleion from 
membership strips him also of his official 


position. 

The meeting of the Board of Directors at 
which this action was taken was executive. 
Wxtraordinary precautions were taken to 
insure secrecy. Two sergeant-at-arms were 
Stationed at the door of the room in which 
the meeting was held, and no outsider was 
allowed to approach within a dozen feet.

His attorneys and advisers, Messrs. Brown- 
rigg, Crabb and Gue!s, were equaily reti- 
cent, 

After the verdict had been rendered 
President Hawes met Mr. Brandenberge:

“Bily,’’ he said, “I want to say in the 
presence of the newspaper men thet noboly 
i@ gorrier over this affair than I am, and 
know ali the rest of the directors feel the 
Same way. We want you and everybody 
to understand that there was nothing per- 
sonal in the affair.’’

* WASHINGTON, March 3.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Corbin’s military record will be made 
public at lest. 

Senator Pettigrew to-day secured the 
passage of a resolution directing the Sec- 
retary of War to transmit to the Senate 
copies of the record of the courimartial 
which tried him for cowardice during the 
closing days of the Civil War. 

Careful inquiries have been unsucessful 

in even obtaining a glimpse of the much- 
discussed record of this courtmartial. In 
the files of the Judge-Advocate-General’s 
office there !s no index of this courtmartial, 
although the cases preceding it and follow- 
ing Kh can easily be obtained. 
An official in the War Department has 
informed the Post-Dispatem that the record 
will demonstrate that Gen. ‘Corbin’s ease 
was similar toa number of others occuf- 
ring at the close of the Civil War. The 
“not proven” theory was worked to its 
fullest extent, and the officers concernea 
concurred in it for the regson that “the 
war is over and there is no necessity to 
brand an officer with a charge of cow- 
ardice,’”’ 

Gen, Corbin has many enemies in both 
branches of Congress. The only. possibility 
for the passage of the bill is by whipping 
every Republican into Hine. President Mc- 
Ki y is a close personal friend of Gen. 
Corpoin. Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio was the 
Jucége-Advocate of the courtmartial which 
tried Gen. Corbin, and he is expected to 
support any measure in which the Presi- 
Gent is personaliy interested. 

The record wiil show that Corbin was 
twice tried by court-martial during the 
Civil War.

OPPOSED BY GOV, STEPHENS 


‘Objects to the Bill Preventing the 


Sale of Convict Made Goods 
in Other States. 


Special to the Post-D!spatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Members of 
the House Committee on Labor, who are 
interested in the bill which provides that 
eonvict-made goods canno: be said outside 
the State in which they are made, are pre- 
paring to force the bill to a vote. 

Gov. Stephens has asked all members of 
the Missouri delegation to not only vote 
against the bill, but do all they can to kill 
it. He bases his opposition on the ground 
that the bill will cost the State of Missouri 
$325,000 a year, which under the present 
oonvict contract law is obtained from the 
labor of the 1800 convicts employed by the 
contractors. 

It has been ascertained by the Mlssourl 
delegs tion that the pending bill under which 
the + @: of convict-made goods is prohibft- 
ed ouside of the State where manufactured 
has a more severe penalty ‘than was at first 
supposed. It not only prohibits the sale 
of such gooacs outside of State where manu- 
factured, but requires that they shall be 
stamped as the product of convict labor. 
The United States courts are given juris- 
diction for the prosecution of violation of 
the law, and the penalties range from a fine 
of $250 to imprisonment and a fine of $600 
for each offense. 

Iriends of the bill say that they will have 
it on the callender within a few days and 
that its passage through the House ‘'s a 
certainty. It will throw 1800 convicts at 
Jefferson City out of employment, willl close 
down the binder twine factory at the State 
Penttentlary in Kansas and cause « logs 
to the State of Minnesota. The bill has not 
yet been reported to the House.

HAS GOLD IN EVERY POCKET 


Klondike Product, According to Dr. 
MoCue, Will Soon Make the Yel- 
low Metal Inferior to Silver. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—With gold in 
every pocket, Dr. J. 8. McCue of Dawson. 
Alaska, is in the city advising men to go 
into the frozen North and find thelr for- 
tunes Dr. McCue was at the Capitol to- 
day in conference with Senator Carter, re- 
garding legislation regarding the Yukon 
rountry. Dr. McCue was a silver man un- 
til after the defeat of Bryan in 189. In 
discussing the financial matter with Sen- 
ator Stewart of Nevada Dr. McCue to-day 
said: 

“When Bryan was defeated I packed up 
and weut into the new gold country. It is 
my personal opinion that there is so much 
gold in the Klondike and Cape Nome coun- 
try that the gold standard will cause as 
much trouble as has silver. Tons of precious 
metal will come out of the North this gsum- 
mer.”’ 

Dr. McCue exhibited a large number of 
nuggets from the size of a pea to that ofa 
hen's egg, which had been gathered in the 
Cape Nome country. He spoke of one in- 
vestment he made. He “‘grub staked” a 
miner for $200 and as a result he has al- 
ready received $36,000 and has an interest in 
a claim which he declares he would not sell 
for $500,000. 

Dr. McCue in the early ’’s was a stage 
driver in California, Arizona and Nevada. 
He says he is going back to the mines, and 
that when he gets tired of life there he is 
going abroad to enjoy himself.

DIPLOMATS AT DINNER) TRADE WITH GERMANY 


LITTLE PROGRESS MADE ON THE 
PROPOSED TREATY. 


BERLIN {IS NOT READY. 


The Kaiser’s Government Waiting for 
Certain Legislation by the 
Reichstag.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Whille, 
nically speaking, negotiations looking 
the making of a reciprocity treaty between 
ihe United States and Germany are still 
In progress, practically nothing has been 
accomplished in that direction since the 
departure of the German Ambassador, Herr 
von Holleben, for Germany early last sum- 
mer. There is no disposition whatever on 
the part of the officials*‘of the State De- 
partment to embarrass the German Govern- 
ment by any insistence at this time upon 
an active prosecution of the negotiations. 
While far from satisfactory, the existing 
conditions of the American export trade 
with Germany can, it is believed by the 
officials, be tolerated for a short time. The 
officials are hopeful that the time will be 
short, resting their belief not upon any 
direct assurance from. German authorities, 
but rather upon reports of the political sit- 
uation in Germany. It is understood that 
when the German Government has secured 


what it regards as certain essentials of 
legislation from the Reichstag, it will be 
in better condition than it is at present to 
meet the expectation of the United States. 
At any rate, it is a conviction of this kind 
that has inspired the United States Govern. 
ment to avoid any urgent representations 
connected with the reciprocity negotiations 
at this siage. 

There is, perhaps, another reason for the 
negative course taken by our Government. 
This ts a desire to learn just what effect 
the ratification by the United States Sen- 
ate of the pending French _ reciprocity 
treaty would have upon the German Gov- 
ernment. It is said by the officia:s here 
that, as the French treaty gives largely 
in the list of German exports te the United 
States, the effect of the practical opplica- 
tions of the French treaty would be to 
confer upon France all that share of the 
American market now occupied by Ger- 
nany. To save this important trade to her 
manufacturers, Germany must, it is ar- 
gued, secure a similar reciprocity treaty, 
and this can only be secured by an abate- 
g:ent of the restrictions upon the importa- 
tions of American meats and other eo 
ucts. Thus, by a natural working of the 
laws of trade and commerce, it is con- 
ceived by the officials that our Govern- 
ment may be able to entirely avoid a re- 
course tg the tremendous powers lodged in 
the President, of prohibition of trade with 
a nation that discriminates against the 
United States,

Serious Charges Made Anonymously

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Startling 

charges are contained in an anonymous let- 

ter which has been received at the Navy 

Department from Manila| The communi-

Charleston and makes the serious statement 
that a number of officers of the vessels at 
the time of the disaster were under the in- 
fluence of liquor. The correspondent who 
furnishes the information claims to have 
verified the allegations by diligent inquiry 
among the officers of the Charlesion. The 
letter was not placed on the official files on 
account of tthe peculiar mature of the 
Gharges, but it has been referred to the 
Judge Advocate General of the navy, with 
instructions from Secretary Long that the 
matter be investigated at once. This in- 
quiry will probably not take a more formid- 
able aspect than of a note of inquiry ad- 
dressed to the commander-in-chief of the 
Asiatic Station. Nawval officers here who 
have seen the letter say there was nothing 
to justify the charges and they believe the 
department inquiry will relieve the accused 
officers from the unwarranted allegations.

WHAT DO THEY GET OUT OF THE 
15 PER CENT? 


Senator Stewart Says They Get a 
Whole Lot—Pettigrew Says Trade, 
But Not the Constitution, 
Follows the Flag.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—‘What do the 
trusts—the oil trust, the tobacco trust, the 
rum trust and the sugar trusi—get out of 
this 15 per cent Porto Rican iariff bill? 
Ah, that's the rub,’ said Senator William 
M.| Stewart of Nevada to a Past-Dispatch 
correspondent to-night. 

‘By having a duty placed on products 
from our isiand colonies, the trusts hope to 
establish a precedent for future Icgisla- 
tion. It is not so much the products af 
Porto Rico that the trusts fear as it is the 
products of Cuba, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines. The 15 per cent duty, as proposed 
oy [tthe Payne-Foraker pill is, in itseif, only 
a small feature, but when we know that the 
passage of this tariff bill may commit Con- 
gress to the same policy in dealing with 
our] other possessions, the plot of the trust 
iuterest is iaud bare. if con.end that we 
nave no more aulleority under tne Consti- 
iutgon to levy a tax Upan the imports trom 
rorto huo-tnan on the products of Aiaska 
NeW Mexico, Arizona or Other American 
territories. 

‘ne trusts have not yet had time to lay 
their pDians for monopoilzing the industries 
ort our colonies and tere are still or 
of dollars invested by smail producers o 
rum, oli, cotton and sugar throughout Porio 
Rico and ihe other isiands. if the trusts 
could control the output from the colonies 
there woukd be no necessity for pratec- 
tion. But ; it is, they musi have the 
heiping hand of the Govefnment to protec: 
them. The Payne bill would let sugar into 
our markets at & per cent off of the Ding- 
iey Fales. Because of the Dingiey raies 
thousands of small planters in Forto Rica 
are unable ta@ get their products into 
America and have been forced to sell at 
great sacrifice to the sugar trust. If free 
trade should be established the small plan- 
ter would be able to get his product into 
the American market with profit, which can- 
not NOW be doOne,and which he cannot profit- 
ably do under the Payne-Foraker bill. This 
principle applies to the saisers of tobacco. 
rum, and the producers of petroleum with 
equal force.’ 

Speaking of the Payne-Foraker bill Sen- 
ator Pettigrew of South Dakota said io 
night: “I am opposed to the Payne-Foraker 
bill. Trade, we are assured by President 
McKinley, follows the flag. But the Consti- 
tution doesn’t. Did you ever hear of such 
an anomaly? 

“I contend that we cannot maintain, yn- 
der our Constituttion, an empire and a re- 
public at the same time, The tendency 
seems to me toward imperialism and em- 
pire. The republic must not fail or the 
empire will stand; the empire must fail or 
the republic cannot stand.”’ 


EVEN KEPT ‘FROM THEIR DEAD 


Women Threatened With Arrest Un. 
der Military Rule in Idaho for 
Visiting Graves of Miners. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Edward Flan- 
igan of Mullan, Idaho, continued his testi- 
mony to-day before the House Committee 
on Military Aftairs, concerning the Coeur 
G’Alene troubles, He said notices were 
posted early last July forbidding members 
of organized labor from going ta the miners’ 
cemeiery on July 11 for their annual cere- 
mony over deceased miners. The order, 
witness said, gave notice that women and 
other relatives of miners would be arrested 
if they assembled. 

Chairman Hull brought out the statement 
that State Audiior Bartlett Sinclair signed 
the notice, as representative of Gav. Steun- 
enberg, who, the witness said, in answer to 
Mr. Hull, represented the Democratic and 
silver parties. Notwiths.anding the order, 
quite a number of women secretly carried 
flowers to the miners’ graves, but as there 
was no organized demonstration they were 
not arrested. 

Mr. Fiannigan explained the “permit’’ 
sysiem put into effect afier the military ar- 
rived. Under this system, he said, men 
could not go to work unless they got a per- 
mit from the State officials. The witness 
said permits to work were purchasable. He 
advanced $2.50 to a friend, who paid it to 
a deputy and was put to work the next 
day. Letters to men in the bull pen, he 
said, were opened by the officlals before de- 
livery ta the prisoners. 

Thomas Heney, formerly a miner, and 
now an owner of mining and other property. 
testified as to his experience during the 
trouble. He had been appointed a Deputy 
Sheriff and seeking to preserve peace, or- 
dered the saloons closed. The witness said 
he was arrested by one of the Siate depa- 
ties accompanied by a squad of soldiers and

ave given bail up to $100,000, but was not 
allowed to do so.

STRANGE INFLUENCE EXER- 
CISED BY MRS. STEIN. 


Youth Has Left His Mother’s Home 
and Refuses to Hear Her Plead- 
iftgs That He Return—Is 
It Hypnotism? 


Mrs. Martha Heublein of 4419 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue seeks to break the hypnotic 
spell which she believes has been cast over 
her son by Mrs. William Stein of 3240 Chou- 
teau avenue by sending ihe boy to prison as 
a thief. 

The son, Sam Heublein, is 17 years oN. He 
has Known Mrs. Stein only five months, yet 
his mother tearfully adinits that her in- 
fluence with him is avercome whenever it 
ig pitted against the strange power which 
Mrs. Stein exercises over him. 

Mrs. Siein readily admits that she has

FRANK CALLAWAY’S LAST DAYS 
IN THE city JAIL. 


HAS. BECOME INDIFFERENT. 


He Plays Checkers and Reads the 
Newspapers, but Has Quit Hold- 
ing Conversations.

Frank Callaway, who shot and killed his 
wife April 10, 1899, entered the last 
month of his existence. jarring the exer- 
cise of clemency, he will be 
hanged March 12. The highest court in the 
State has so ordered. 

The man’s outward appearance 
Plainly that he is in the shadow of death. 
He is no braggart. There is not in his na- 
ture a scintilla of braggadocio of the kind 
that so often fortifies a criminal. 

Those who have been with Callaway 
daily in the jail say he has aged percepti- 
bly since the death sentence was 
upon him. He still talks of a hope that his 
face and manner do not express. His lips 
tell of hope; his eyes of despair. His gait 
is a shuffie..

THE CONFEDERATE CEMETERY 


Mrs. Robert Answers the Statements 
Made by Mrs. Jennie Edwards 
of Jefferson City. ® 


to the published statement of Mrs. Ed- 
wards concerning the cemetery at the Con- 
federate Home was made on last Tuesday, 
but delayed in transmission. On reading 
Mrs. Edwards’ presentation of the matter 
Mrs. Robert said: 

“Mrs. Edwards not being a member of the 
St. Louls Chapter at that time is not fully 
informed as to all the preliminaries of the 
Confederate Home Cemetery muddle. When, 
in the spring of 1897, the home was to be 
turned over to the State, I conceived the 
idea of trying to save the cemetery, and 
called at Mr. Bannerman’s office to ask 
for it, not by the authority, but in the name 
of the St. Louis D. O. C., of which I had 
been a member trom the beginning. He 
was out. JI then went to Mr. Kennard’s, 
and while talking with’ him, Mr. Banner- 
man, Capt. Guibor, and one other member 
of the board whose name I do now recall, 
came in. We discussed the matter, and 
the gentlemen seemed to think it the best 
possible disposition to make of the ceme- 
tery, and all pledged me their support. Mr. 
Newman recently sent a copy of the resoiu- 
tion passed by the board, to a member of 
the board, which states that ‘at the re- 
quest of Mrs. P. G. Robert to give the 
cemetery to the D O. C.. it would be done 
as soon as such steps could be taken to 
enable them to hold it.’ This will explain 
to Mrs. Eawards the reason of the action 
of the board, of which she declares her 
ignorance. 

“IT went to the next meeting of the chap- 
ter delighted to report the, to me, precious 
sift. I was chilled beyond expression at 
the indifference with which It was received; 
indeed, shocked, as a Vice-President of the 
(‘hapter sald, after the meeting, ‘they had 
more use for it than an old chicken 
coop!’ Her very words. 

“Mrs. Valliant, another Vice-President, 
stated as far back as then, that there was 
a plan to move all the dead to Springfield 
and make that the State cemetery. 

‘Mrs. Mdwards is entirely correct 
statement that at that time “there was 
such organization in the State as the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy,’ but she does 
not know that that meeting was the birih- 
place of the first U. D. C. Chapter, which 
now forms a very small part of that i.oble 
host of 4,000 women who proudly bear its 
honored name. 

‘*Before I left that meeting several ladies 
asked me to form a chapter of the U. Db. Cc. 
to take charge of the Confederate Home 
cemetery, which I did within 30 days,though 
I did not get our charter until July. As 
soen as we were organized, we asked for 
the graveyard, and immediately the D. O. 
Cc. became greatiy interested. secured a 
Charter and applied for the hitherto un- 
desired cemetery. 

“Mrs. Edwarde is correct again itn her 
quotation from the constitution of the St. 
Louis D. . C., but again is in ignorance 
of the fact, from not being a member of 
the St Louis D. O. C. at that time. that 
the clause she quotes is an amendment to 
the constitution, made W days after that 
new constitution had been furnished to the 
DP. oO. Cc. when the Home was turned over 
to the State, and the old constitution had 
become useless and we had organized and 
asked for the cemetery. 

“The U. D. C. is not fighting. We have 
asked the privilege of caring for the ceme- 
tery, and we are told ft is to he aban- 
doned—the dead to be moved to Springfield! 
If the board can stand that we can; espe- 
clally as we have just received a generous 
offer from one true friend of the Confed- 
erate Home, of a piece of land adjoining 
the Home tract, on which we can erect a 
monument to the memory of the old sol- 
diers we have housed, and of the work of 
the Confederate women of Missouri.

ASHINGTON, March 1.-—-The fam- 
ous Johnstown food will probably 
soon be recalled to the pubile by 

an attempt to reforest a large portion of 
the Conemaugh water-shed to prevent fur- 
ther damage from freshets. The Johns- 
town Water Company, which controls 5000 
acres of mountain Jand, has asked the Di- 
vision of Forestry to devise a plan by 
which the area can be re-covered with 
timber and the too rapid run-off of the 
rainfall prevented, The region is peculiar- 
ly liable to freshets. owing to ita geological 
character and the removal of its timber.’ 
The now historic catastrophe, which swept 
away $10,000,000 in property and haif 4s 
many lives as the battle of Gettysburg, 
was but an exaggerated instance of many 
s‘'milar floods. This tendency has been in- 
creased by logging off the timber and 
clearing numerous farms, so that the rein- 
fall flows quickly from the surface, caus- 
ing high water at one time and the dry- 
ing up of springs later. é 

As soon as the weather poets J. W. 
Toumey, Superintendent of Tree Planting, 
and another working-plan expert of the 
Division of Forestry, will examine the re- 
gion and decide on a plan ol reforestation. 
In the clearings, tree planting will be re- 
quired. An attempt will probably be made 
to inerease the stand over the whole area 
by skillfully assisting natural reproduction. 
Protection from fire and cattle will also 
be required. The expense will be shared 
by the Government and the Water Com- 
pany, the former furnishing the expert 
work, and, possibly, some of the material 
for planting.

BY BISHOP THOMAS BOWMAN, 


I have no apvulogy to offer for my remarks in reference to 
so-called fashionable society. The facts th evidence are too 
abundant. The frequent divorces in high life for immorality, 
the admission into society of a notorious actress at the de- 
mand of the Prince of Wales in order to advertise an inde- 
cent theatrical performance and in order to admit a divorced 
woman into London society, furnish factg abundant to prove 
the trend of things. Even the New York police suppressed 
a private theatrical performance which had been launched 
by the “cream of society” because of its obscenity. 

Having crossed the Atlantic 10 times and the Pacific twice 
on first-class steamers patronized by society, I was compelled 
to see and hear what no respectable paper would print if 
the facts were furnished. 

About the theater I know little, of my personal knowledge, 
When a boy of 18 I visited a theater in company of a friend. 
I know it took years to efface the foul impressions the play 
left upon my mind. The principal patrons of “Sappho” are 
included in fashionable society. 

The description of plays published in newsaper reports and 
the shameless scene pictures on the bill beards of our cities 
ought to be sufficient to condemn it to all who love purity. 
The greatest attraction apparently are the women connected 
with these performances whose dresses are too short at 
both ends. A minister who can stand up in defense of the 
theater, in my opinion, is a fitter subject for a Methodist 
mourners’ bench than the pulpit. 

Some one has said that there are other evils. Of course 
there are, and great evils at that. However, those who pa- 
tronize the dive and the saloon do not pose as Christians on 
Sunday. This is the greatest curse itn the whole matter—

To a soul thrilled with God’s love these things 
are an abomination as great as the dive and the saloon 
Let iniquity and unrighteousness cease in the upper circles 
of society and it will be a much easier matter to suppress 
the saloon and the dive.

This 
is made so by society, which, for the sake of charity, organ 
izes euchre parties, where young men and "renee 
learn frequently the fascination of gambling and da 
not- realize their error until it is too late. It is a crowning 
shame that many churches accept money from such sources 
also, and thar often under shadow of the sacred deak the 
cards are dealt by fair hands. ;

SOCIETY OF PEDAGOGY] 


DR. BRYANT LECTURED ON THE 
GERMAN NATION. 


MANY TEACHERS PRESENT. 


Mrs. Lachmund Talked on the Educa- 
tional Creed of John Dewey and 
His Views on Society. 


The various sections of the Gociety of 
Pedagogy were fully represented at the 
meeting at the High Schoo] Saturday morn- 
ing. During the first pertod Dr. Bryant ad- 
dressed a large audience in the psychology 
section. He developed the idea of personal- 
ity and the German nation. His first dis- 
cussion was of the ‘“‘Psyohology of the Re- 
formation,” showing the preparation of the 
German mind for that great resolution in 
thought. Luther, he said, was simply the 
articulate voice of the German Reforma- 
tion, and not the cause or author of it. The 
power of theroretical co-ordination was 


seen in Kant and Hegel. The power of 
practical co-ordination found its exponents 
in Frederick the Great of Prussia and in 
Bismarck, ‘both of whom did so much for 
the un.fication and greatness of Germany. 

In the Botany Section Miss Mulford 
spoke of the winter twigs and buds, the de- 
velopment of buds from aerial and from 
subterraneous stems. 

Mr. Baker was unable to be present, and 
the meeting of his section in zoo.ogy was, 
therefore, postponed. Mr. Sylvester con- 
ducted the usual iesson in the art class. 

During the second = the Herbart 
section combined with Prof. Schuyler's 
section in pedagogy proper to hear the ad- 
dress of primary supervision Mrs. Lache 
mund on the “Educational Creed of John 
Dewey.’ Three hundred teachers and vis- 
itors were present at this joint session. Mrs. 
Lachmund showed that to understand Mr. 
Dewey's theory of education it was neces- 
sary to know his psychological creed and 
his view of society. Mrs. Lachmund em- 
phasized that the child’s instincts and im- 
pulses were the starting point in his edu- 
cation. The teachers’ function is to guide 
and direct these instincts and impulses in

The Standard urges 
Mr. Gerald Balfour, the chief secretary for 
Ireland, to reconsider his refusal to put 
the United League under the ban of the 
crimes act, saying: “Sterner measures are 
now necessary. The sentiments of the Irish 
in Parliament do not matter 60 much. 
What they say on the hillside Is of serious 
imnportance.”’

LAFAYETTE DOLLAR GIVEN.

OPPOSITION GAINS STRENGTH. 


THE UNITED STATES AS AN EX- 
AMPLE. 


Leaders in the Crusade Against the 
Code Show How Custom Is 
Ridiculed Here.

BERLIN, March 3.—The revival of the 
duelling spirit in Germany within the past 
few weeks has resulted in a new and pow- 
erful opposing agitation. The Center, or 
Catholic, party in the Reichstag is de- 
termined to root out the nuisance, despite 
the fact that duelling finds supporters in 
high places. 

In 18% the Catholic party asked the 
Chancellor. what steps he propos€d to take 
to diminish the evils arising from the 
growth of duelling in the army. Prince 
Hobenlohe replied that he was seriously 
considering the matter, but thought that 
the existing laws were sufficient. Nothing 
has since been done. 

Duelling is almost confined to officers in 
the army and to Government officials—a 
class of society which inherited the old 
traditions of honor and maintain that an 
insult can only be wiped out with blood. 

The supporters of duelling argue that 
honor is dearer than life, and that there 
is no Way open to a man to vindicate his 
honor except by jeopardizing his Life 

Besides the maintenance of the old code 
of honor, duelling is held to be a fine lesson 
in chivairy for the young, who are exposed 
to g0 many temptations to take soraid 
views of things. A third ergument in its 
favor, espec:ally among the students, is 
that it nourishes a spirit of physical fear- 
lessness. Against duelling the Center party 
argues that it is a most unjust method of 
settling a dispute, for, all things re | 
equal the challenger is just as often kille 
as the chalierged. The man in the wrung 
as often escapes as the man in the right. 

It is declared to be barbarous, for, in nine 
cases out ten, the duel is fought over an 
occurrence which is trivial in iteelf and 
could easily be settied by a decision of 
court or arbitration of friends. It settles 
nothing: the injury remains an injury, 
even after the exchenge of bullets. In 
inmany cases duelling is a cowardly pro- 
cedure, for the challenger is always placed 
at a disadvantage. 

Even an opponent of dvuelling, the false 
code of honor leaves him no alternmuwve 
than acceptance.

MALSTERS HAVING TROUBLE. 
No Dividends on Common Stock May 
Be Expected for Some Time. 
NEW YORK, March 3.—The committee 
appointed to make an investigation into the 
workings of the American Malting Com- 
pany have completed their labors and re- 
ported to the stockholders. The report in 

part says: 
“On orgamzation there was issued to a 


party who held purchasing options on cer- 
tain maiting plants, situated in different 
States, $13,740,000 of the common stock and 
$12,500,000 of the preferred stock, which, 
with $10,000 of the common stock originally 
subscribed for in cash, represent a par to- 
tal value of $26,260,100, for which the com- 


'pany acquired all the plants stated in the 
| schedule. 


“The books of the company do not show 
any valuation for any individual plant or 
what price the seling malsters receive, 
but simply record that the stock, Issued as 
above stated, was paid to the party above 
referred to for the plants shown in schedule 
A and for $2,080,000 in cash. 

“While your company has earned an ex- 


‘cess over operating expenses, inc.uding in- 


terest on floating debt, such earnings have 
been far below 7 per cent per annum on 
$14,440,000 of preferred stock. 

“Profits were determined and dividends 
declared by ‘dead reckoning,’ a dividend 
having been declared within three“months 
after business began. The acquirement of 
sundry small .plants at excessive values 
impaired the working capital and increased 
the expenses of the company, although Its 
business did not need such ee. 

‘“Beconomies in general administration, 
manufacturing and distributing have not 
resulted from bringing the verious plants 
into one ownership. 

“The malisters owning plants your com- 
pany acquired made money for themselves 
and when your company was organized 
there was in the trade generaliy a fair 
margin of profit. From the inception of 
your company ae it sells about @& 
per cent of ail the malt required by brew- 
ers in the United States, who do not make 
their own malt) the prices at which its 
product has been sold were not judiciously 
established with reference to cost or firmiy 
maintained with reference to thes com- 
petitors.

St. Louis-made street cars are equipped 
with more modern appliances than street 
cars made in any other place in the world. 

Every city of importance in the United 
States and many large cities all over the 
world are using St. Louis street cars. 

The factories of St. Louis turn out street 
cars valued at nearly $10,000,000 annually. 

They represent the investment of $5,000.- 
000 capital, and give employment to 2150 
men, and pay out $125.000 monthly and $1,- 
600,000 annually in salaries.

Street cars made in these factories are to 
he found everywhere. Ten years ago most 
Street cars were manufactured in New 
York and Philadelphia. The sharp com- 
petition of the St. Louis companies has 
forced the largest of the New York fac- 
tories to clore. Now the finest cars to 
be found in the East bear the marks of 
St. Louls manufacture. 

One company is bullding the most re- 
markable street car ever conceived. It is 
be.ng constructed to the order of a Nor- 
folk, Va., capitalist, who is the father of 
the novel idea embodied in it. This car can 
be changed almost instantly from a closed 
car an open car. A turn of the crank 
works the change. The arrangement by 
which this fs done is most complicated, and 
yet the mechanism works with marvelous 
smoothness. If the car is bowling along 
amid the green fields of Virginia and a 
sudden shower comes up the conductor 
turns a windlass on the rear platform. 
From beneath the roof of the car panels 
slide out on both sides. When extended to 
thetr full length these are caught by long 
arms which are brought into place by the 
action of the windlass and are carried 
downward until they completely inclose 
the car. After the storm the conductor

The underlying truth at the bottom of the marriage problem and 
sex preblem is that the’ masculine and feminine elements in society are 
precisely what the centripetal and centrifugal, or positive and nega- 
tive, are in the material world. If one of these two forces were to be 
hampered or checked there would: be immediate chaos. The harmony 
of the universe requires the free operation of both forces. In our social 
and industrial and political arrangements we have forgotten this. We 
have built up a masculine civilization, and no legislative measure can 
improve matters as long as the feminine element suppressed and 
feitered. 

in its last analysis every great question depends upon the elevation 
of swwoman.

1 The foundation of their opposition, as they themselves say, is 
that women cannot fight. There never has been a military qualification 
for voting in the United States. Nota single voter has ever been asked 
to prove himself able or willing to fight before being vested with the 
richt «f suffrage. The only test of the voter which is applied in all 
€tutes is that he shall be a “male of 21 years of age.’ Military service 
is. und always has been, voluntary in the United States. Even in 
cases of extreme necessity, when the usual request for more volunteers 
falled to secure the requisite number, and the draft was resorted to, it 
was only the able-bodied who were held eligible, and even then the 
@rafied men had the privilege of employing a substitute. By a Severe 
@tretch of imagination we might fancy a case so extreme that soldiers to 
fhe full number of the male population would be required, but common 
eense tells us that if successful fighting was the object, many regiments 
of able-bodied, healthy; sound women could be drafted who would bet- 
tir perform the service of war than the weak, sickly and decrepit men, 
Such a case has not arisen in a thousand years, and now that every

4 %. While motherhood :nay well be regarded as a high and holy calling, 


yet it in no wise conflicts with political duty. The rearing of the 
future men and women Is indeed service to the State—a service so great 
in fact, that even if tle militaty qualification wag tequired of «men, 
it would be no unfair ¢dvantage to record motherhood an equivalent 
qualification for women. But there is nothing more in the duties of 
mothernood than there is in the duties of fatherhood which conflicts 
in the slightest degree with the performance-of political duty. , 

3. Every eVent in the ‘nineteenth century which has affected 
women has tended to put “women on an independent basis, so far as 
man is concerned,” and every such tendency has brought none but 
gv0d results. The opening of schools and colleges, the control of prop- 
erty and wages, the opening of occupations and professions, the right 
‘ot public speaking, the freedom to organize and work, all of which 
have come within the century, has each tended to “put women on an 


independent basis.”” Each has helped them to think their own thoughts, 
speak their own feelings and perform their own acts. As they have 
grown independent they have proved far wiser helpmates for husbands, 
far abler counselors for children. and: far more valuable members of 
society. In fact, the “concensus of civilization” and science accepts 
all advantages won by woman’s rights agitation as wise. good and help- 
ful, because they are here. It opposes the one right not yet won be- 
cause it is not. here. 

4. If woman suffrage and anti-woman suffrage to servive or 
Perish, according to the quality of the company they keep, common 
sense will not be long in choosing. Divest yourself of partisan bias and 
read the history of our country as the student of the future will read 
it and ask yourselves what names deserve to be recorded as the chief 
makers of history. What has been the greatest event? No one doubts: 
the Civil War and the emancipation of slaves. That result was 
made possible by the labors of a band of the most exalted, purest 
and noblest characters of the century. Sumner, with his uncompromis- 
ing attitude in the Senate; Garrison, with the unanswerable logic of his 
newspaper in Boston; Phillips, with his fiery eloquence upon the plat- 
form; Curtis, with his clear perception of right and duty; Whittier, 
with his pure verses ringing with the spirit of liberty; Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, with her pathetic tale, stirring consciences asleep—these were 
the real makers of our best history. <All of them were women suffrag- 
ists. Above all others in the century there towers the colossal figure 
cf Lincoln, the martyred President, a woman suffragist. 

56. These good people--I presume they are good people—are afraid 
women will corrupt politics.

The 
frequent postponements of a work so essential to the naval defense 
and commercial prosperity of the United States are not creditable to 
the enterprise or sagacity of American statesmen. ‘While the” benefits 
of this waterway would be national, no section of the United States, 
with the possible exception of the Pacific Coast, would derive greater 
benefits from its completion than the southwest portion of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. A further neglect’ of interests so momentous would 
be a reproach to the intelligence of our countrymen. The early con- 
struction of a transisthmian shiperey should receive the unanimous 
indorsement of the Houston congress. Indeed the commercial import- 
ance of this work would justify an urgent demand for immediate 
action. 

‘lhe rapid development of the Transmississippi country is without 
a parallel in human history. Over the early wilderness of 2,700,000 
square miles are now scattered the homes of 20,000,000 of intelligent 
freemen. The inhabitants are the self-made beneficiaries of a high 
and prosperous civilization. In 1903 a World's Fair, held at St. Louis, 
will commemorate the marvelous progress which the people of the 
Louisiana Purchase have made during the Jast century.

HE progress of man is one long struggle for independence, a strug- 
gle for freedom, a struggie to get out of the power of other 
No matter how well-intentionad the wielder of the power 
it is wielded cannot reach a healthy

may be, the person over whom 
development or enjoy the full measure of existence in that condition, 
Lincoln expressed a fundamental truth when he declared that no man 
was good enough to govern another. The principle underlying it all 
is that when a man is in the power of another he cannot reach his 
highest estate. 

Manifestly, there could be no more objectionable power than a 
powe1: that controls the bread we eat, the clothes We wear and the 
roof we lie down under at night. It is clear that our intellectual, re- 
ligious and political freedom will avail us little if we are to have in- 
dustrial and financial slavery. 

We find that in many fields competition has entirely failed and 
ceased to exist. Whether in the long run this is for the better or the 
worse we need not now inquire. In the whole domain of public utilities, 
such as supplying water, gas, electric light, street railway service, etc., 
there is no longer competition, but monopoly in the hands of a few in- 
dividuals. 

In all of these cases if the people got the benefit of the monopoly it 
would be a blessing, because monopcly can cheapen production and 
impreve the service. But so long as the monopoly is in the hands of a 
few individuals the public is absolutely in their power. 

The web and woof of modern society is transportation. Communl- 
ties are no longer independent, as they once were, but are inter-de- 
pendent. Yet transportation, which is both food, raiment and shelter, 
is controlled, not by the public, whose life depends on it, but by private 
monopoly—a monopoly that has the public absolutely in its: power, and 
as yet there has been ro exception to the rule that when men have 
power they use it, | 

Not only is the public in the power of the transportation companies, 
but these companies pructice discriminations whereby they build up a 
few mighty interests and destroy the smaller shipper. Substantially

he object with which I addressed my readers was to point out 
why the army is needed, and especiaily to demonstrate the impossibility 
of bringing wars to an end by the securing of an honorable peace with- 
out the existence of an expeditionary force. lt was then shown how 
little we possessed “an army fit at a sudden call for any of the duties’ 
which had been set forth. 

The army at home has constantly been starved on account of the 
expense, in such matters as the maneuvers in which generals should 
be trained, the numVer of trained horses, the artillery, the cavalry, 
ammunition columns and the army service corps. 

Our military system was shown to be such that, although the War 
Office boasted of the existence of army corps, every real step toward 
the solid creation of such corps would have to be taken partly at the 
War Office after war hai begun and partly in the field itself. Every- 
thing in Shese corps was “scratch,” and if the results have not been con- 
spicuously successful, as against the Boers, they would have been more 
disastrous against a European enemy a year earlier. European armies 
have staffs mainly composed of those who have been responsible for the 
same troops in time of peace. There are some distinguished military 


every manufactured article that is of prime necessity to our people is 
controlled by a trust, which can arbitrarily fix prices. The method of 
forming a trust is simple. All, or nearly all, of the establishments en- 
gaged in manufacturing the same line of goods are placed under one 
management. This management then has a monopoly of supplying the 
market and can raise prices at pleasure. Even if it lowered prices it 
is evident that the principle is bad, for the public ought not to be 
in the power of any set of men, 

If tuere were no other objections to trusts and monopolies than 
these I have named it is clear that we must rise up and destroy them 
or be devoured. But the evils we have complained of are worse than the 
direct ones. 

First, they do not bear their share of the public burdens, 

Second, they insist on controlling the preacher in the pulpit, the 
editor in the sanctum and the professor in the lecture room. They cow 
independence and destroy free thought and free speech. They suppress 
the truth and cultivate falsehood, and with a vulgar swagger they 
daringly seek to dominaté every business and all social affairs, 

Third, the systems and the practices which the corporationg have 
brought in vogue destroy the families of the men who profit by them, 
and thus society in the end suffers from the destruction of a portion of 
its members, 

There is no question’ but what the tariff is the mother of some of 
the trusts; it builds a wall around the country and keeps foreign goods 


out. 
Nearly all of the abuses we complain of to-day can be traced to spe- 


cial 1 rivileges. . 

The idea of government ownership of railroads is not new. It Is 
already old. It is not radical, but is following the most conservative 
people in the world. If we were to adopt government ownership it 
wouid not only wipe out a lot of trusts and give small dealers a chance, 
but we would wipe out powerful lobbies and corrupt machines and our 
peopie would get back their government. It would restore republican 
snstitutions.

ALIFORNIA’S new Senator, Thomas 
B. Bard, is a Pennsylvanian by 
birth and has had more thrilling ad- 
ventures than almost any other man who 
hag sat In the United States Senate. He was 
bern in Chambersburg in a little three- 
story house which the rebels burned in 
their raid, studied law there under his fath- 
er and might have remained there all his 
life had not his health broken down and 
compelled him to go West. 

He was 2 years old when the Civil War 
broke out and he went out to see a little 
fighting for the Union at Antietam. With 
a comrade named Weich he rode too far 
into the Confederate lines. Thev were cap- 


tured before they could invent a story to 
cover taeir presence in the enemy’s camp. 
“Say we're hbookin for a horse!’ whis- 


pered Bard as they were led up to the com- 
manding officer.

Some shots were fired, 
but no one was killed, and in the end Bard 
won. Barnard was one of the first to send 
him congratulations on his election as 
Senator, though he hotly talked of hanging 
in those harsh days of about 1871.

TEPHEN NEAL, who framed the 
fourteenth amendment to the. Consti- 
tution of the United States, which 
made the negro a citizen, was born in this 
town and stil] lives here in his elghty-fourth 
year. Before the close of the presen: ses- 
sion of Congress, it is said, an effort will be 
made to have the Government recognize 
him officially and take some action to ren- 
der his old age more comfortable than it is, 
Owing to his extreme modesty and habitual 
reticence the fact that Mr. Neal is the 
author of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution is not generally known, and 
the fact was made public only recently by 
ex-Congressman Godlove 8. Orth. In. the 
history of ‘the world, dating back beyond 
even the signing of the Magna Charta, no 
code of rules adopted by a people, or laws 
enacted by a nation contain such a broad, 
comprehensive view of human liberty as is 
erystallized in these 80 words. It has been 
said that though all of the Constitution of 
they United States, with the exception of 
thfse few short sentences, was obliterated 
they would be sufficient to hold a people 
in successful government. In this amend- 
ment, for the first time in the history of 
the world, a-natural citizenship was idhavs 
lished which did not recognize race, color 
or previous condition. Coming when it did, 
it served as the solution of the great prob- 
lem whieh confronted the nation at the 
close of the war. 

Briefly summarized, the provisions of the 
fourteenth amendmen: are these: 

1. All persons born or naturalized in the 
['nited States and subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof are citizens of the United States 
and of the State wherein they reside. No 
State shadl deprive any person of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process of law, 

2. Representatives shall be apportioned 
among the several States according to their 
Fespective numbers, counting the whole 
number of persons in each S:ate, excluding 
Indians not taxed. 

3. No person shall be elected to be a mem. 
ber of Congress or President or Vice-Presi- 
dent or to hold any office, civil or military, 
who shall have engaged in an insurrection 
or Febellion against the United States Gov- 
ernment. But Congress shall have the 
right, by a two-thirds vote of each House, 
to remove disability. (This section 
made possible ‘‘the reconstruction period,”’ 
following the close of the civil war.) 

4. This section declared the validity of 
the public debt of the United States and 
disavowed all deb:s contracted bv the dif- 
ferent States belonging to the Confederacy 
during the civil War. It also provided that 
no'iclaim against the United States for the 
lose or emancipation of any slave should 
be held valid. 

Concerning the authorship of this famous 
plece of legislation, Mr. Neal says: 

“Tt is a fact that’1 wrote the fourteenth 
amendment. More correctly, I wrote the 
first four sections of it. The fifth was 
added by the committee of fifieen, which 
was known as the ecéntral directory, or the 
committee of safety, and whose member- 
ship included Garfield, Stephens and emi- 
nent Congressmen. The fifth section, if 
you turn to it, you will see, simply pro- 
vides for the enforeement of the foregoing 
sections. J] have always thought that un- 
necessarv.

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The Process of Liquefaction: Described in Popular Terms for the 


Benefit of Persons Who Are Interested in the Subject, 


But Have Not Had 


‘HE liquefaction of air is one of the 
topics of the day of which many 
persons have a vague idea, but of 


Which few have any real conception. 

In order to make the matter clear to the 
persons who are not scientists Prof. I*. W. 
Pottshoff, instructor in physics at the St. 
Louis High School, has prepared the fol- 
lowing article which sets forth in language 
intelligible to all what the liquefaction of 
air is. Prof, Pottshoff has this to say:

Acting upon ‘this prinmcipie of Jowering 
the temperature, with the addition of 
pressure, physicists have been able to re- 
duce all gases to liquids. 

The low temperatures 
liquefaction of gases have been mainly pro- 
duced by the evaporation of some lhquid 
which rapidly vaporizes. If a liquid evap- 
orates and does not receive from without 
a quantity of heat equal to that which is 
expended in producing the vapor, its tem- 
perature sinks and the cooling is greater, 
in proportion as the evaporation is more 
rapid. The cold produced by evaporation 
is used in hot climates to cool water, 
which is placed in porous earthen vessels 
through which the water percolates, so that 
on the outside tnere is a continual evapo- 
ration, Which is accelerated when 
seis are placed in a currrent of alr. 

For the same reason wine is cooled by 
wrapping the botties in wet cloths and 
placing them in a draught. The cooling 
effect produced by a wind or draught does 
not necessarily arise from the wind being 
cooler, for it may, as shown by the ther- 
mometer, be actually warmer, but arise 
from the rapid evaporation it causes from 
the surface of the skin. The cold pro- 
duced by the rapid evaporation of gasoline 
has been observed, no doubt, by all. The

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The reconstruction period, as we €alled It, 
brought forth questions which had never 
before confronted a people. 

“The Republicans were in a quandary, 
some favoring certain restrictions on cit- 
izenship, some advocating the disfranchise- 
ment of Southerners, others protesting on 
negro suffrage, and others different propo- 
sitions. Every situation which presented 
itself was so delicaie that many times se- 
rious crises were impending with the in- 
troduction of measures, and finally the cen- 
tral directory, or committee of safety, to 
which I have referred, was appointed and 
to that committee was referred all meas- 
ures. After the wrangles on proposed 
amendments had been on for some time I 
wrote out the form which you will now find 
atiached to the Constitution under the cap- 
tion of ‘Fourteenth Amendment.’ I for- 
warded it to Godlove Orth, our Congress- 
man, as a suggestion. Later I received a 
letter informing me that he had presented 
my original manuscript, and that the com- 
mittee had accepted it with practically no 
corrections. Garfield and others stated that 
while it was not what they desired, it 
seemed to be the best that could be had. 
It was feared that President Johnson would 
veto it, and provisions were made to pass it 
over his veto. 

“The fourteenth amendment was not 
what I wanted, but the expression of Gar- 
fieid, while our views differed, expressed 
my belief, and it was written with the point 
in view of securing the greatest conces- 


sions toward the exercise of liberty and 
suffrage. I have never thought it expe- 


dient to say in what points I would have 
preferred something dlfferent. The first

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citizens; the second fixes apportionment of 
representation; the third states validity of 
public debt, and the fourth outlines official 
duties. , 

“IT had been a student of ancient laws, had 
made a special siudy of the government of 
the Romans and the Greeks, and had stud- 
led constitutional law. From all of these 
sources I dréw for my composite.” 

Mr. Neal has in his possession a letter 
from ex-Congressman Orth, dated April 29, 
1866, which is conclusive proof of his au- 
thorship of the amendment. 

Mr. Neal was born in Pennsylvania Coun- 
ty, June 11, 1817. Until his retirement, sev- 
eral years ago, he was one of the best- 
known men in Central Indiana, He served 
in the Legislature of 184-7, and introduced 
the bill abolishing the granting of divorces 
by legislative enactment. He was on the 
committee which effected a readjustment of 
the old State debt, when it became neces- 
sary to seale the old internal improvement 
debt and interests. He served in the Leg- 
islature as a Democrat, but was one of the 
organizers of the Republican party in 
Boone County In 1868. 

The reformers in Boone County then had 
no name and he moved that they be known 
as “‘Republicans.”’ That was a year before 
the national Republican party became a 
factor. He took the name from Jefferson's 
remark, “We are all Democrats and Re- 
publicans.” He then served with Sam 
Brown and Levi Lane as organizers of the 
Republican party in this locality In 186 and 
was nominated for clerk. Hée remained a 
Republican until within the last few years, 
when he went back to the Democracy on 
the tariff and other issues. Neal was born 
in Pennsylvania County, June 11, 1817. 
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carrying out the experiment. This process 
is called the sé@)f-intensification or regenera- 
tion method.

invented by Dr. Carl Linde of Munich in 
1895, Dr. Willlam Hampson of London 
in the same year, and by Charles B. Trip- 
ler of New York. Mr. Tripler’s machine 
produces liquid air in virtually unlimited 
quantities, so that the marvelous effects 
of such Intense cold may be illustrated on 
a scale never before possible. By means 
of this principle Prof. Dewar of England 
was enabled to Nquefy hydrogen and heituni 
in 1895, and in so doing the last gas known 
on earth had been reduced to its liquid 
form,

AN ISLAND OF SULPHUR, 


ROBABLY the strangest home ever 
chosen by human beings Is a little 
island off the coast of New Zealand, 

known as “White Island.” In this rueky 
isolation, where it is impossible to escape 
from the fumes of practically uaintermite 
tent sulphuric eruptions, 100 New Zealande 
ers Fecently elected to make thelr home. 


The one delight of this spot is, ft is said, 
a wonderfully beautiful panoramic view, 
embracing the entire Bay of Plenty.

It 
may include all the shoe manufacturing ter- 
ritory within 100 miles of Boston. There are 
dozens of towns in the vicinity of Boston 


which manufacture shoes, and their output 
is credited to Boston, thus giving that city 
an enormous showing to which it is not 
justly entitled. The saies by St. Louis fac- 
tories and dealers in 1899 amounted to 
$33,600,000. The report of Secretary George 
H. Morgan of the Merckants’ Exchange for 
1899 will show an apparent decrease in the 
volume of this business, but it is not real. 
The seeming decrease is due to a change in 
the manner of figuring. Before it was the 
custom to figure the sales and receipts. Last 
vear the sales and shipments were figured. 
The reports from the Boston district of 
business credited to Boston show that the 
shipments in 1899 were approximately 4362,- 
(),000 in value. But this includes the busi- 
ness of all towns in the Bos:on district. 

St. Louis may well boast of the lead she 
has taken in the manufacture of stoves and 
ranges. The business in this line done in 
1899 amounted to $2,500,000, an increase of 
half a million over the business of the pre- 
vious year. .Manufacturers claim that two 
range farc‘ories of St. Louis are larger than 
any others in the world. 

The same is true of the brick trade. This 
includes brick, terra cotta and flay prod- 
ucts. In this line the volume of business 
amounted in 1899 to $3,000,000, an increase of 
$1,000,000 over the previous year. 

In saddlery and harness also St. Louis 
leads the country. An incident will illus-

line. A St. Louis house was sub-contractor 
for furnishing complete equipment for %0) 
British cavalry. Two Chicago houses split 
on another 5000. The St. Louis house fur- 
nished the goods in ten days, while both 
Chicago houses used all the time allowed 
by their contracts and some over. The sad- 
llery and harness business of St. Louis In 
1899 amoun:ed to $4,000,000, an increase of 
half a million over 1838. 

The reduction of lead to trade uses is one 
of the banner lines of St. Louis. Here is 
located the largest white lead works in the 
world. The receipts of lead in 1899 were 1,- 
611,112 pigs. 

The lumber trade of St. Louis places it 
in the lead of the world. Of late years the 
trade in hardwood lumber has been espe- 
cially large and the Increase rapid. In 189 
the business amounted to $12,000,000, an in- 
crease over the previous year of $2,000,. 

There is a dispute between St. Louis and 
Boston as to which has the greatest railway 
station. It seems well established, however, 
that the St. Louls station, including its ap- 
proaches, is the most costly. The estimated 
value of the St. Louis station, including the 
approaches, is $20,000,000, while the estimates 
of the value of the Boston station do not 
run over $15,000,000. The trackage of two 
stations is the same. Their dimensions are 
approximately the same.

S THE epitaph of the horse to be in- 
scribed on the menu of the automo- 
bile century? Will equine steaks, with 


mushrooms, chops a la (Maud §&., roast of 
mustang, and Kentucky thoroughbred sau- 
Sages, vary the monotony of meats on a 
modern hotel bill of fare? In thts day of 
horseless transportation is old Dobbin to 
be deprived of his prerogative of furnish- 
ing motive power and used only as fuel 
for the human engine? 

Experiments are being made in the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry of the Agricultural De- 
partment which indicate that such a stale 
of affairs is a possibilty, at any rate. 

These experiments; nauseating to the Man 
who would as soon partake of fricaseed 
humanity as to eat the flesh of his four- 
footed friend, but interesiing to the sclen- 
tist, were performed by Prof. W. H. W.ley, 
head chemist, with a corps of half-dozen 
assistants. . 

The edible and culinary fitness of his 
equine majesty was chemicaliy and “micro- 
sccpically proven. Scientific testimony 
had thus robbed the Kimberley s.ege diet 
of horse flesh of half its terrors. The Fed- 
eral Government has found the _ horse 
good to-eat. He tastes like lobster. His 
flesh contains 1 per cent more sugar than 
either beef or pork. It is no less nutri- 
tious. In roasts or steaks it presents as 
palatable an appearance. Uncle Sam filles 
no objection to the sale of horse meat 
over the butcher's block so long as it is 
labeled. It is to prevent a masqueraded 
disposal of it for cu.inary purposes that 
government meat inspectors have thus 
been offic.ally familiarized with the horse 
in the various guises of his dismember- 
mant.

As this must have 
been the cheapest meat they could pur- 
chase, I had a strong suspicion that I was 
dining off the remains of some old charger. 

The French law requires that horseflesh’ 
be labeled as such, but there is a constant 
violation of this law. The story is told af 
a restaurant keeper who was arrested on 
a charge of selling horsemeat without tell- 
ing his customers what it was, When 
brought into court he Insisted that he did 
make known the nature of his goods, ex- 
plaining that each package was plainly 
marked “M. H.,” which meant “melange 
hippique.”’ 

There are several abattoirs tn the United 
States where horses are slaughtered, as are 
cows, for food, but it is affirmed at all these 
establishments that their entire product 
goes io the European countries. The Agri- 
cultural Department has an inspector at 
ezath of these places, who sees that no 
horses sufferinfr from any diseage are 
killed. Only sound and healthy animals afe 
slaughtered, and when the meat is packed 
for shipment, each box and: barrel is la- 
beled ‘‘horseflesh,”" so that the purchasers 
will know exactiv what they are buying: 

So far as we know no sale of horse meat 
for food is carried on in this country, and 
we are not making these experiments for 
the purpose of encouraging its consump- 
tion. There has always been more or less 
suspicion as to the origin of certain pre- 
pared meats which we import from abroad 
every year, and it is to make our inspec- 
tors thoroughly famillar with the appear- 
ance and taste of the slaughtered equine 
that these experiments are being undere 
taken. 

I do not imagine that horse meat will 
veer be added to the list of edibles on the 
American Dil] of fare. Sentiment and @ 
lung-established prejudice will prevent it. 
The prejudice probably had its origin in 
B.ble times, when the Jewish law forbade 
the eating of the flesh of any animal not 
possessed of a cloven hoof. There is no 
other reason for our not using horse flesh 
for food. Only inherited prejudice pre- 
vents it, and that may in time be over- 
come. There have been other instances, 
Oid-fashioned palates refused to be tempt- 
ed by frog legs and many a stomach has 
been kaown to rebel at eels.

The President of Berea 


College Describes the 


People Who Have Been the ‘‘Bogy-Men’’ 
of the Recent Disturbed Condition 


in the Blue 


HIS ts a story of the Southern moun- 
taineer, written by William Goodell 
Frost, Ph. D., president of Berea 

Collegwe, for the Review of Reviews. Dr. 
Frost is particularly qualified to write such 
an article because of his familiarity with 
this country and its people. He has great 
enthusiasm for the people of the Southern 
mountains, and he knows how to inspire 
und help them. Berea College is situated 
on the Ime betwéen the Kentucky “blue- 
grass’ region and the mountain country. 
Its students come from both — sections. 
Berea, during the brief administration of 
President Frost, has made prodigious ad- 
vances in all lines. It now comes before 
the people as a national enterprise, not as 
something proposed to be done, but as a 
unique and characteristic cducational suec- 
Cess, 

This tends to show what a complete un- 
derstanding of the people and their needs 
is possessed by Dr. Frost, Here is what 
he has to say: 


By William Goodell Frost, Ph. D. 


(In the Review of Reviews.) 

HE mountain problem in our Southern 
States is due to a geological accident 

—the fact that this vast and rugged 
section, extending from the Ohio Rivet 
to Birmingham in Alabama and Atlanta 
in Georgia, has no coast line, no navigable 
Ssiream, ahd no inland lakes. The extent 
of this region has been concealed by the 
fact. that it Was parceled out among nine 
different’'Commonwealths. Each of these 
States has a mountainous back yard, and 
buncned together form one of the 
grand divisions of the continent. For con- 
venience we are giving this inland moun- 
tain realm the name of ‘‘Appalachian Amer- 

Appalachian America has great diversi- 
ties of surface and climate, from the ‘‘dis- 
sected plateau” of Eastern Kentucky, 
across the “blue ridge.’’ down through “the 
land of the sky”’ to the “‘knobs"”’ of North- 
ern Georgia. But as a place of human 
habitation it has ene characteristic—it is 
a land of saddie-bags! Th's single circum- 
stance—the lack of any Erie Canal or oth- 
er waterway—has barred Mme progress of 
the inhabitants. 

The shaded mountain area of the map tn- 
cludes, of course, some towns and valleys 
quite in touch with the modern world. 

Here is the typical family history (given 
under an assumed but common name): 

Jesse Kindred was a soldier of the Revolu- 
tion, and soon after the war, with his wife, 
Rebecca McComb, and three children, he 
“went West.”” It seemed a matter of in- 
difference whether they should go to west- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania or Virginia, 
but in choosing the latter they unconscious- 
ly stepped outside the lines of commerce 
and of intelectual progress. j 

His son, Archibald, learned to read. write 
and ejpher from his mother, and at 21 mar- 
ried Matiida Lincoln and took up a claim 
2 hundred miles west of his father tn an- 
other rich valley The wedding journey 
was made with pack horses, and they car- 
ried no books except the Bible and the Cate- 
chism atid a small “patriotic reader.”’ Ar- 
chibald was a comrade of Daniel Boone, 
and ‘was killed by the Indians while ciearing 
the forest. 

His son, Pleasant Kindred, never saw a 
schoo] house and never learned to read. And 
he never visited his kinsfolk in “‘the settle- 
ments.”” There were two reasons for this: 
first, -the lon& journey, and, secondly, the 
fact that he shrank from being seen, and 
felt a social repulsion from the slave-hold- 
ing aristocracy now dominant in Virginia. 

His children, sixteen in number, met new 
fortunes. Their father had lost the art of 
reading, but had been a man of property. 
His children lost this distincton and ad- 
vantage, for the valley land exhausted and 
they were forced to make homes on the thin 
soil and steep sides of the mountains. They 
lived in conditions not unlike those of 
ldngland in the time of King Aifred. Several ¢

were kilied in quarrels. The one whom Wwe 
trace, Marion Kindred, is now keeping @ 
“moonshine” still near the headwaters of 
‘Middle Fork.”’ 

His gon, Shird Kindred, drove some cattle 
to the lowlands in 1861 and found that a 
War was in progress. His sympathies were 
with the nation and he enjoyed fighting. 
As a Union scout, “‘bummer” and gsharp- 
shooter he performed important services 
for his country. 

The loyalty of this region in the Civil 
War was a surprigt to both Northern and 
Southern statesmen. The mountain people 
owned land, but did not own slaves, and 
the national feeling of the Revolutionary 
period had not spent its force among them, 
Their services in West Virginia and East 
Tennessee are perhaps generally known. 
But very few know or remember that the 
whole mountain region wae loyal. Gen, 
Carl Schurz had soliiers enlisted in the 
mountains of Alabama, and the writer has 
recently seen a letter written by the Con- 
felerate Governor of South Carolina, in 
which he relates to Gen. Hardee the trou- 
bles caused by Uniton sentiment in the 
mountain counties. 

It is pathetic to know how these moun- 
tain regiments disbanded with no poet or 
historian or monument to perpetuate the 
memory of their valor. The very flag was 
first on Lookout Mountain and “waved 
above the clouds’’ wee iosat to fame in-an 
obscure mountain home when Berea dls- 
covered and rescued it from oblivion and 
destruction. 

Shird Kindred came back from the a:my 
with larger ideas than his father oy grand- 
father ever had, and when the public school 
system was organized he became a school 
trustee. 

At first he united with the other trustees 
in selling the school to a man who could 
not teach and pocketing the money. Then 
he “‘aimed’’ to use the product of an extra 
lot of hogs for educating his daughter 
Cynthia as a teachor, but there was a dis- 
ease among the swine and the whole matter 
wag deferred. 

‘Shird Kindred’s establishment is worth 
visiting. As we ride up to the horse-block 
he greets us in nasal Saxon: 

“Howdy, strangers? ‘Light an’ hitch ver 
beast-es. Ef yeou-all ken stand fer one day 
what we-all hev ter stand the year round, 
jes’ kem in.” 

He has two log boxes 18 feet square and 15 
feet apart, with a roof that covers also the 
space between, and this space, open in front 
and rear. constitutes the general reception 
and dining room. Three small adjuncts 
are near at hand—a loom house, smoke 
house and spring house. 

The ‘“‘fambly’’ are supplied from their 
own ‘“‘boundary”’ with abundance of corn- 
meal string-beans, dried fruit, ‘long sweet- 
ening’ (syrup), and hog meat. Aleo wool 
and flax, amd possibly a littie cotton. They 
barter feathers and ‘‘sang’’ at the “store 
house’ on court day for supplies of coffee 
boots and patent medicines. 

This is the best type of isolated mountain 
life. Beside it are types less hopeful. And 
even this idyllic condition must be further 
described by some reference to the early 
marriages, gambling, idleness of the vacant 
winter months, and other evils which beset 
a people who have few resources in books 
and education. Saddest of all is the be- 
wildering lack of educated or well-informed 
leaders. There may be twenty counties in 
one group which do not contain a printing 
press. The average preacher of t&e moun- 
tains is inclined to be suspicious of the 
“book larnin’’’ which he has failed -to ac- 
quire. Religion itself is a melancholy affair 
chiefly conevted with funerals and sectarian 
squabbles. And we thus have the startling 
anomaly of. illiterate Protestants—Ameri- 
cans who are behind the times. 

The politics of the mountains are eom- 
plicated. Fundamentally the people are 
Republicans, because they were “fer the 
Fuverment”’ in the Civil War. And the 
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Men and Women of the Appalachian Range as Seen by a 
Sympathetic Observer, Who Is Laboring for Their Uplifting. 
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more pronounced policies of the Republican 
party since the war have been understood 
and approved by the mountain foik. Their 
sense of justice made them favor “sound 
money.’ The argument which carried Ket- 
tucky and West Virginia for McKinley 
was: “Ef I) lend yeou a bug o’ nour I 
don’t allow I'm a-goin’ ter be paid in meal.” 
So, too, the mountaineers generally favor 
railrgads and other improvements, partly 
because they realize that they will develop 
the country and partly because they wil! 
not bave to pay for them. 

Many mountain men ‘‘expect something’’ 
from, their leader at election time. This is 
not, in their eyes, a bribe. They would on 
no account so demean themselves as to sell 
their vote to the opposite party. But they 
will stay at home on election day unless 
their leader shows himself ‘‘a generous 
feller.”” If they fight and vote for their 
chieftain he owes them some feudal largess 
in return! 

The diversity of thought, if not of in- 
terests, between mountain and - lowland 
complicates the political operations of all 
parties in a number of States. 

With this preparation I make bold to say 
that there are at least 2,000,000 native Amer- 
icans in Appalachian America who _ are 
Irving practically in the conditions of co- 
lonial times. The chief difference is thai 
the onentas people were consciously in mo- 
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tion and felt themselves to be in the front 
of the progress of their time, while the 
mountain peopie have a depressing sense 
of being behind. 

It should be said further that these peo- 
ple are now more destitute of all the op- 
portunities that go with education than 
any other péople of our race in the worid. 


They need the friendly guidance and the‘ 
educational beginnings’ 


firancial aid = in 
which have been so freely and so wisely 
given to the West. And they are a patri- 
otic, capable people, with unjaded nerves 
and red blood, who may reinforce the vigor 
of the nation. 

My clients in the Southern mountains are 
at once more needy and more hopeful, and 
they have been, almost utterly negiected 
because they were unknown. They have 
not the natural meens of communication 
with the older and more favored parts of 
the land. They can only make their con- 
dition known through some ambassador 
like myself. 

In asking assistance fof them it is fitting 
to discuss somewhat the proper methcds of 
our aid. We are entering upon a new and 
strange field, and may well pause to con- 
sider with fullest attention the question 
of aims and adaptations. Schools may 
be found which have existed on the borders 
of this region for many years, and yet 
vareidedl been so mn pert ectty aagptes to the 
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strange conditions that they have had but 
slight effect on the life of the people. 

Our first principle, then, is adaptation. 
To secure this we must actually know the 
people.in order.that we may put ourselves 
in their place and give them the right 
elements of advanced civilization in the 
right order; or rather that, while ourselves 
aware of the advanced civilization, we may 
develop their civilization in the same di- 
rection, leading them rapidly through the 
stages of progress which our families have 
already traversed, It is not our aim to 
set them in motidn toward the strife of the 
cities, but to make them sharers irf the 
essential blessings of civilization in the 
mountains. 

Perhaps our most important adaptation 
is the ‘extension’ - service—sending out 
traveling libraries and lecturers who speak 
on elementary subjects like United States 
history, mountain farming and the man- 
agement of the public schools. The people 
will often adjourn court to hear one of 
these lectures, and a vear later they will 
repeat the principal points in such a dis- 
course. If means permit we plan to dis- 
tribute through this extension service 100,- 
000 copies of simple works on government, 
like the admirable book by Charles F. Dole, 
and thus re-enforce the growing sentiment 
for “law and order.” The need. of such 
instruction was brought home to us when 
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we found a bright etudent who supposed 
that it was ‘“‘all right” for any kinsman 
of a murdered man to make way with the 
slayer provided it was done “right soon!”’ 

We cannot wait for the mountains to 
come to school, but by methods like this 
we can leaven a very wide region with the 
ideas and teals which will protect the 
people from adverse influences and prepare 
them for a better day. 

The need of industrial guidance is suffic- 
fentliy evident. The resources. of science 
must’ be placed at the disposal of these 
children of the wilderness, and they must 
be helped to make the great transition 
from the age of hunting’ and barter to the 
age of skilled labor. We need only allude 
to our promising work in elemeniary for- 
eatry, agriculture and stock-raising (stock 
is a farm product which can walk to mar- 
ket), woodwork, as well as domestic science 
and nursing—all carefully adapted to local 
conditions—to show the practical and com- 
prehensive nature of our pregramme. 

The response which the mountain people 
themselves make to these efforts proves 
that we are not greatly mistaken In our 
alms, or hopes, or methods. It does one’s 
heart good to help a young Lincoln who 
comes stalking in perhaps a three days’ 
journey on foot, with a few hard-earned 
dollars in his pocket and a great eagerness 
for the education he can so Paintty com- 
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prehend. (Scores of our young people see 
their first railroad train at Berea!) 

And it is a joy to welcome the mountain 
girl who comes back after having taught 
her first echool, bringing the momey to pay 
her debts and buy her firet comfortablr 
outfit—including rubbers and guitable un- 
derclothing—and perhaps bringing with her 
a younger sister. 

Almost without exception these boys and 
girls go back to thelr mountains to hep 
“build up the country.” A lad who has 
been at Berea two or three years will be 
needed for some office in his native county. 
The most attractive homes you will eee In 


a long ride are presided over by young | 


women who were once pupils at Berea. We 
are perfectly sure that if our present wor.< 
can be susteined and extended many of 
us will live to see the wide region (trans- 
formed, these vigorous people brought «'ear 
over from the ranks of the doubtful classés 
and added to the useful and reliable 
strength of the nation. 

The whole ‘case’ of the mountaineer may 
he summed up in the story of Abraham 
Lincom. His great career hinged upon the 
act that his mother had aix books. fu 
that circumstance he differed from the oth- 
er boys of the region, 

Is ft too much to say that but for that 
ray of light his great soul would have been 
strangled in the birth? 


SYNDICATE FARMING HAS BEEN INTRODUCED IN 
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Other States Have Also 


Taken Up a System 


of Wholesale Agriculture Which Prom- 


ises Large Returns 


N the United States practically every- 
thing but agriculture has passed into 
the hands of combined capital. Even 

the raising and marketing of cattle has par- 
taken largely of this phase of end-of-the- 
century business methods. The destruction 
of the once formidable Cherokee Strip Cat- 
tle Association by presidential proclamation 
driving the herds from Indian lands, was 
one blow al the concentration of this in- 
dustry in the hands of a few. It was mere. 
ly a transitory backset. 

Farming on a large scale has been ¢s- 
sayed in this country in a number of States, 
Farms have come into the hands of big 
corporations by means of foreclosures of 
loans until the corporate owner has found 
itself a land owner of huge dimensions, but 
Without skill in agriculture. Machinery is 
used to a wider extent in America than 
anyWhere else on the globe. Fertilizing ma- 
terials in the older States have become 
necessary to produce reasonable crops of 
wheat, corn_and oats. 

One Man commenced business some 30 or 
4) years ago in the vicinity of Abilene, 
Kan., with a “claim.” He worked hard 
ard studied up on all things connected with 
agriculture, He bought out claim after 
tlaim until his 160 acres had become 35,000, 
all in wheat, He farmed that land him- 
self, employing his farmers and directing 
the whole business. He had train after train 
at his elevetors and really fixed the prices 
in thut region. Henry was a success until 
the prices fell, then he gave it up and sold 
out im detall,- retiring with a big fortune. 
This is one instance, but it was a one-man 
story at that, 

Only a few years ago one New York 
banking concern held the pledges for half 
the great Western, farm lands. Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, some of the Dakotas, Min- 
negota, Iilinoie and Missouri contributed . 
t@sthe loan business. Prices were good, 
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money plenty in the Kast, crops bounded 
vut of the earth with speed, and men made 
money easily. Then for a while it forgot 
to rain for a few years, the ground grew 
tired—too much nitrogen went out in the 
first crop—and in time the mortgages fell 
due. Many a man who could scarcely 
scrape together the interest was permit- 
ted to renew his mortgage because the 
banking concern did not want the land. 
That day passed and in most if these great 
States the mortgages were taken up as they 
matured. They were either paid outright 
or new ones made with other agents at 
Kreatly reduced interest charges. Farming 
had become a thing of skill and 
thrift insiead of smiting a hole in a sod 
and waiting until “the corn turned yellow 
under the autumn sun. Then in time loan- 
ing companies acquired large tracts of land 
because the owners were unable to pay. 
They set about to sell off their holdings, 
for, as has been said, they were money- 
changers and not agriculturists, For the 
most part they succeeded in this, but some 
of them were forced to hold on to numerous 
farms and try to work outa saving from 
rentals. 


There are several cases of tenant farming 
in Illinois. One is down in Southwestern 
lilinois, the other in McLean County. 

The operations in each case reported so 
far have been satisfactory to all concerned. 
The landiord in no case pays much atten- 
tion to the land. He has his agent, who 
makes the leases, collects the rents and 
advises if asked concerning the nature of 
the orops. But the tenant isa free lance pro- 
vided he pays his money. In most cases per- 
manent improvements made by him are his, 
subject to the purchase of the next tenant. 
He can gel them for wnat he can get 
when the wear and tear are considered. 

But the far west has many more examples 
of this kind than can be found close at 
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hand. This is dué to the fact that in the 
middle western States the population is 
dense and desirable land is not for sale at 
reasonably cheap figures. It is asserted 
that any piece of land on earth can be 
bought if the right price is offered. But 
men who aim to own huge bodies of land 
aim to get the component acres for as little 
initial outlay as possible Down in New 
Mexico and some parts of Texas population 
is very sparse and the man with the money 
can purchase by the square mile. He has 
been doing this for some years and then 
parceling out his holdings to skilled agricul- 
turists or graziers to improve for him on 
the basis of a cash return for occupancy 
and the fruits of the soil. 

In lilinois one large landed estate is that 
of Hivam Sibley. The headquarters are at 
Sibley, the station name taken from that 
of the owner. The heirs do not live in the 
State and rarely visit the farms. The agent 
looks after all the details of leasing, etc., 
and adeninisters the property from Ch-cago. 
He lives in Evanston and makes frequent 
visits to the estate to see that all is satis- 
factory. .Tenants may remain as long as 
they wish and jt is said they rarely give 
up their farms, excepting to take heid of 
land they have bought. 

It is probabiy a fact that the owner of 
the largest number of acres of ‘and in 
Illinois is an Englishman who does not visil 
the land more than once a year. He has 
about 5000 acres of tillable land in Macoupin 
Lord Willlam Scully was attract- 
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ed to this country by the 
agents which he sent here about the year 
is58. The next year he came to this coun- 
try for the purpose of investing some money 
in the farming lands of Illinois. At this 
time the clouds of war which preceded the 
rebellion were fast gathering and Lord 
Scully was keen enough to perceive that 
trouble could not be averted, so he betook 
himself to his native heath. The civil 
war came and passed and Lord Scully re- 
turned, only this time to find thet swamp 
land that was offered him for a mere baga- 
telle had advanced in price until it was 
held at two and three times ag much as 
he could have bought it for before the 
wor. 

This did not deter him, however, from his 
determination of buying and when he re- 


turned to Engiand he was the possessor of 
nearly 65,000 acres of land in this State and 
about 50.000 acres in Kansas and Nebraska. 
Neariy all the Jand was swamp land—the 
richest in fertility and the cheapest in

a son to this country and made him his 
sole heir to the thousands of acres which 
he owned. This son never became accli- 
mated and died after a short residence in 
this country. This necessitated Lord Scul- 
Iv’s removal to this country, as under the 
law passed no alien could own land in this 
country. 

There is almost a complete lack of defi- 
nite infortration on this topic in govern- 
mental circles. The Secretary of State of 
lilinois has records in his vffice of corpora- 
tions organized to buy and sell farm ands, 
but these have been for the most part mere 
land bargainers operating in Weste:n States 
Some men have incorporated theiy farms for 
sentimental reasons—to give the homestead 
a name—but so far as can be learned no 
effort has been made by organized capital 
to engage in agriculture in this Stat: 

‘he records are silent on this topic to a 


very great extent. It is known, however, 
that tenant farming in engaged in quite ex- 
tensively. But it is held that there is not 
money enough in tilling the soil to induce 
capital voluntarily to enter mto competition 
with the Individual farmer. It is main- 
tained that as long as there are other fields 
Which promise better, open to capital, big 
money Will not be pul into this branch of 
industry. ; 

Illinois possesses a statistical expert in 
agricultuye in the person of 8. T. K. Prime 
of Dwight. Mr. Prime has for many years 
kept in full touch wtth the progress of 
agriculture not in this State alone, but in 
ll the states and territories.

sary to supplement rice. 
and legumes ‘s a much cheaper 
plete food ration than wheat and meat and 
an be produced on a much smaller area. 
Rice is an annual plant, belonging to the 
itural family of the grasses. There is an 
immense number of varieties of cultivated 
rice, differing in length of the season re- 
quired for maturing, and in character, 
yield and quality. Thelr divergence not 
only extends to size, shape and color of the 
grain, but to the relative wrelistien of 
food constituents and the consequent fla- 
vor. South Carolina and Japan rices are 
rich in fats, and hence are ranked high 
in flavor and nutrition among rice-eating 
nations. A botanical catalogue enumer- 
ates 161 varieties found in Ceylon alone, 
while in Japan, China and India, where its 


cultivation has gone on for centuries, and 
where great care is usually taken in the 
improvement of the crop by the select:on 
of seed, no less than 1400 var'eties are said 
to exist. 

The two principal varieties of lowland 
rice cultivated in the Atlantic States are 
the “‘gold seed,”’ so called from the golden- 
yellow color of its husk when ripe, and 
the ‘‘white ‘rice.”’ the original rice intro- 
duced into this country In 164, which has a 
cream-colored husk and resembies the rice 
commoniy grown in China. 

The annual imports of rice into the Unj- 
ted States for the fiscal years 1804 to | 
averaged 120,655,466 pounds, and the im- 
ports of broken rice, flour and meal &,- 
746,36 pounds, the whole having an aver- 
age vaiue of 8200.00. The production of 
rice In this country is about one-half this 
amount.

UDGEBE HENRY D. LAUGHLIN has

They will not give the long run that their 
brothers do in Maryland, Virginia and Ken- 
tucky. What has materially burt foxhunt- 
ing in this section is the objection farmers 
have to your running over their land. Fox- 
hunting should exist all the year round, 
but its season has been made during the 
fall and winter when the farmer's flelds 
bare and he does not object to trespassing. 

“Then the fox here is almost a ‘home’ 
product. They breed very rapidly and in 
nine cases out of ten you will find their 
home is near some farmhouse, under a 
barn or stable. They thus live off the 
chickens and other small game. I suppose 
that is the reason they never wander far 
from home. They have in a way become 
domesticated. The gray fox found near the 
city is no good. He is almost cowardly 
and possesses little of. the gameness of his 
red brother. 

“The only way to hunt now, owing to 
the many farmers and the objection farm- 
ers have to trespasging, is to rustle up a fox 
with your dogs and then strike out for the 
nearest woods in the wind direction, Select 
some knoll and then watch the running of 
your dogs as they come along. The best 
hounds in this country are raised in Mont- 
gomery County, Maryland. There are some 
very fine foxhounds in Virginia and Ken- 
’ tucky, but in my experience the best have 
come from Maryland. I once imported some 
dogs from a noted English fancier. They 
were supposed to be the best after a fox 
in England. The two little Maryland dogs 
easily, outran them and were in at the 
death at the close of one of the longest 
rides I have had. 

“To enjoy the true sport of foxhunting 
one must not think of the red coat and the 
society game as it is practiced in England, 
but must admire gameness in dogs.

ARLOR magic, or ‘‘Magic at Home,” 
as J style this article, has been a 
popular source of pastime for many 

years. Humanity leans strong.y toward 

mystery, and the clever manipulator 
parlor magic not only entertains his guests, 
but at the same time gives himself the 
gratification of having been the source of 


p 


much amusement to a company whose plau- 


his successful experiments have 
gratifying. 

ation has arrived at such a de- 
that it is now practically 
an art. It requires a head, a keen 
perception and a slight knowledge of chem- 
istry. mathematics, electricity, mechanism 
and magnetism, in order to run the com- 
plete gamut of illusions of the more pre- 
tentious kind, but a sharp wit and a dex- 
trous hand are the principal essentials of 
the parlor entertainer. Quite a number of 
buoks on the subject have been published, 
but one seems to be only a copy of the oth- 
er, and the tricks they expose practi- 
cally valueless to the par.or magician for 
the reason that they require apparatus 
which is not usually available. I will en- 
deavor to explain a few simple yet mysti- 
fying tricks peculiar.y adapted for the 
amateur. These tricks are my own inven- 
tions and can easily be performed with but 
little or no preparation. 
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The object of this trick is to cause a half- 
Gollar piece to apparently melt in a goblet 
of water held in the hand of any mem- 
ber of the company. All that is seen is 
the glass of water, the coin and a large 
white hankerchief (preferably silk). In 
addition to these articles, the performer 
requires a piece of glass the size and thick- 
ness of the coin. Select some lady to hold 
the glass of water. Take the coin and 
hold it conspicuously between the thumb 
end first finger of the right hand, first con- 
cealing the piece of glass in the pa'm of 
the same hand. From the nature of the 
giass it !s easily concealed, and dexterity 
in palming is not necessary. ‘Tien throw 
the handkerchief over the right hand, and 
while under cover change the haif-dollar 
for the glass disc, which can be easily done 
by keeping up a brisk conversation to dis- 
tract attention. After having switched the 
pieces withdraw the hand, retatning the 
coin therein, and let the lady grasp the 
piece under the handkerchief, which she 
imagines is the coin, but which Its really the 
glass piece. Then cover the tumbler with 
the folds of the handkerchief, and ask the 
lady to drop the “coin.”” It will be dis- 
tinctly heard to fallin the glass. Then say 
‘“‘presto’’ and ask the lady to remove the 
handkerchief from the tumbler and the coin 
will have disampeared. The water can be 
emptied from the glass and the suction 
will causa the glass disc to remain at ine 
bottom, where it will be entirely invis!bie. 
This trick can be elaborated by having thé

cojn previously marked for future ident{- 
fication, and after the handkerchief has 
been removed and the water emptied, 
close the original coin from some 
place, 

This is a remarkably effective trick, and if 
Properly performed will create a profound 
impression as it is seemingly impossible, 
although perfectly The performer 
distributes to six or eight members of the 
company an equal number of perfectly 
clean white envelopes, with pieces of plain 
white blank paper. He retires from the 
room while questions are written by the 
holders on the slips of paper, returned to 
the envelopes and sealed. Each question 
is to be kept secret by the writer thereof. 
The performer then returns to the room and 
tells the questions, one by one, by feeling 
or otherwise seemingly manipulating tlre 
envelopes. He then tears open each en- 
velope and shows the entire company thit 
has correctly read every one. Anyone 
furnish the paper slips and envelopes 
alike.. The

papers may be folded to preclude any pos- 
sibility reading them through the en- 
velope. The process is this: First sélect 
one confederate from among the company. 
Arrange with him to write a question un- 
derstood between you. For example, let 
the question be: ‘‘What will the weather be 
to-morrow?” After the questions have all 
been written and the operator has returned 
to the room let him collect the now sealed 
envelopes from the writers, being sure to 
place the confederate’s envelope on the bot- 
tom, in which position place them all on a 
table or stand before him, having taken a 
position some distance from the company 
and being sure that no one is behind him: 
Take the top envelope from the pile, 
place it to your head and solemnly an- 
nounce that the question within is, ““‘What 
will the weather be to-morrow?’ This 
of course, the question in the bottom en- 
velope still before him on the table, but no 
one but the operator and the confederate 
knows this. Then ask: ‘‘Who wrote that 
question?’ Of course, the confederate ac- 
knowledges the authorship. Then tear open 
the envelope still in the hand and which 
has been taken from the top, and impres- 
sively read, seemingly from the slip ex- 
tracted, ‘“*‘What will be the weather to- 
morrow?’ as if to substantiate the fact 
that you have read it mysteriously, but at 
the same time read what is written on the 
slip ‘before you. Then put the slip in-your 
pocket. You now know what was in the 
top envelope, but you have not exposed it 
to the company. Then take up the ‘ond 
envelope, go through the same manipula- 
tlons as you did with the first. and read 
aloud what was written on the slip you 
have just placed in your pocket. The wr'ter 
w.ll acknowledge it, and you tear open the 
second envelope to again substantiate its 
correctness, read it aloud (of course, re- 
peating the same question), and secure the 
next question thereby, You are then pre- 
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pared for each envelope in turn. When you 
reach the bottom envelope you find your 
confederate's .question, which was first 
read, but being fortified with the slip from 
the preceding envelope you are enabled (to 
fix the last question satisfactorily and cgr- 
rectly. Be sure to place each slip in 
pocket after having apparently read them 
aloud for verification. After having read 
all of them produce all the slipsand ex- 
pose them indiscriminately to the .assem- 
bled company and vou will have performed 
a seemingly impossible feat.

N LAST Sunday’s issue of the Post-Dis- 

patch I noticed a query in regard to 

why a mathematical puzzle given 
works on any combination of figures.

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MODERN MAIL STEAMERS BUILT 


NAGASAKI, Japan, Feb. 15. 
Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


HE decision of the Japanese to build 
+ all their own mail steamers from this 
time on invites attention to their big 
shipyard at Nagasaki. From its almost idea] 
situation Nagasaki has been known as the 
queen of Japanese harbors ever since the 
beginning of Japanese commerce, and the 
growth of its shipbuilding industry has 
added and will add immensely to its impor- 
tance. 

Until well into the present century the 
smiling bay has sheltered no more sea- 
worthy craft than the old-time junks, 
whose bulky, unpainted hulls and awkward 
equare sails, Moating lazily by, are still fa- 
mililar along the Japanese coasts. Within 
more recent years the bay's expansive wa- 
ters have been crowded with steamers. 
“ships with fire wheels,”’ as they were called 
upon their first arrival. But down to the 
last half decade all these were foreign built; 
even the battleship Kasagi, the other men- 
of-war which achieved triumphs in Chinese 
waters during the Chinese-Japanese war, 
and the minor vessels used in the war were 
imported from abroad. 

Within the past two years Nagasak/’'s 
ancient haven has become the birthplace of 
no fewer than seven typical, modern ocean- 
going steamers of the most recent patterns; 
splendid vessels whose merits have been 
recognized wherever the ships have become 
known and which are Japanese from stem 
to stern. 

The Hitachi Maru was the first born. She 


is a steel] steamship launched nearly two 
years ago on April 16, 1898, and now in 
Government employ for carrying the mail. 
Her lines are of extreme beauty and her 
epeed is 14% knots an hour, although this 
can be increased by foreed draught. She 
bas three decks and measures 462 feet in 
length by 49 in breadth, and 33', In depth. 
She has a tonnage of 6360 tons, twin screws, 
triple-expansion engines and four boilers. 

The Awa Maru is another handsome steel 
vessel, 452 feet long. She makes 12 knots 
an hour and {s fitted with ali conveniences 
for passengers, She was launched on July 
27 last. A third Nagasaki-bullt liner has 
just started on her maiden voyage to Great 
Britain at the rate of 14% knots an hour, 
She is a twin-screw and a two-master. 

The yard at which these and four other 
modern steamships have been constructed is 
the property of the Mitsubishi company, at 
whose head is Baron Iwasaki, a multi-mli- 
lionaire, worth the equivalen: of more than 
$70,000,000. The company takes its name 
from his family crest, three searlet stones, 
which appear on the pennants waving above 
many great warehouses in Yokohama, To- 
kio, Nagasaki, and other commercial cities 
of the land of the rising sun. The Baron 
received his title upon the conclusion of the 
Chinese-Japanese war as a token of appre- 
clation of his many generous gifts for the 
successful prosecution of that confiic:. 

In his progressive disposition he is char- 
acteristically Japanese, and for the man- 
agement of his shipbullding interests has 
secured the services of P. J. McCormick. 
Interviewed recently, Mr. McCormick said
